N the Beginning of this Chapter we 
have an account of St Pauls Beha- 
viour before the Chief-Priefts, and the 
Councel of the Fews; and of the 
reatment which he met with from 


* # 


St Paul, having firſt in a Tumultuous 
manner been aſſaulted by. the Jews, was 
reſcued from their Violence by the Roman 
Commander at Feruſalem ; and afterwards 
brought by him, before the principal Per- 
ſons of the Fewiſh Nation, to abide a more 
regular, and judicial Proſecution.” + 

But, as he was beginning to ſpeak for 


the Crimes whereof he was accuſed, the 
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Hig h Prieſt Ananias, (whoſe Office as a 
ol e obliged him to give to ſuch as were 
* before him, all fair Encouragement, 
and Opportunity, to make the beſt of their 
Cauſe,) commanded thoſe that ſtood by to 
fmite him on the Mouth. N 

This haſty and irregular Proceeding, as 
it was inconſiſtent with that ſedate, and 
deliberate Temper, that a Ruler ought to 
keep in, (eſpecially while upon the Seat of 
Judgment : ;) ſo was it a Prejudging the 
Apoftle's Cauſe, a Condemning him before 
he was heard, and ſhowed. the High Prieſt 
to be a Party himſelf in the Proſecution, 
and therefore altogether. untit to try, and to 
determine it. | 

And ſq far was the. Apoſtle provoked with 
this injurious Uſage, that he, in a very ſe- 
vere. manner, denounces the more righte- 
ous Judgment of God againft him, who thus 
abuſed the Power, and Place he Was in. 
God. ſball ſmite thee, thou whited Mall; for 
fitteſf thou to judge me after the Law. and 
commandeſt me to be mitren contrary to the 
Tame Fell 3 © -.. 

Whoever ſhall confider how j juſtly the 
Apoſtle was provoked with the Tieiment 
which he had met with, will be apt toallow, - 
that, in what he ſaid thereupon, there was 


nothing that needed an Excuſe; nothing

that he had any reaſon to retract, or to blame 


himſelf for. | 4 

And yet we find, that, when they who 
ſtood by faid , Revileſt thou God's High 
Prieſt? His Anſwer was, 1 wiſt not, Brethren, 
that he was the High Prieft: For it is writ- 
ten, Thou ſhalt not ſpeak evil of the Ruler 
of thy Pople. : 

In this Anſwer, St Paul doth not go a- 
bout to excuſe what he had ſaid, by alledg- 
ing that the High Prieſt had abuſed his 
Office, and acted contrary to the End of its 
Inſtitution, (which, ſo far as concerned the 
Caſe before us, was to render Juſtice with- 
out Partiality, and without Prejudice,) and 
that thereby he had forfeited the Reverence 
otherwiſe due to his Character, and freed him 
from any obligations of paying it to Him: 


He did not (as many ſince have done) im- 


agin, that the Duties between Governours 
and their Subjects were ſo reciprocal, as that 
a Failure on one part, preſently put an End 
to the Relation, and ſet the other Side at 
Liberty from their Obedience and Subjecti- 


on; but reſolves his whole Excuſe into his 
not knowing that it was the High Prieſt, 


to whom he had ſpoken in ſuch a manner, 
as he is here recorded to have done. 

And, from what he further adds, we 
have reaſon to conclude, that if he had 
known his Quality, and the Character 
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| (8) 
which (however obtained) he at that time 
| bore, he would have treated him with the 
Reſpe& due to it, and with regard to the 
Command of God, which he refers to in 
Exodus 22, 28, Thou ſhalt not revile the 
Gods, nor Curſe the Ruler of thy People. 

An Objection preſents it ſelf to us here, 


which muſt not be paſſed over without ſome 


Anſwer. And it is thiss How could the 
Apoſtle be Ignorant of that, which he here 
faith he knew not ? How can it be ſuppoſed, 


that he, who wasa Few, ſhould not know 


who was the High Prieft, the Principal Per- 
ſon of his own Nation? | 
For an Anſwer to this, I ſhall not think 
it proper, (or at this time convenient) to 
reckon up the ſeveral Expedients which In- 
terpreters have thought upon, in Order to 
the clearing up this Difficulty. It no wa 
concerns us to know, how St Paul could be 
ignorant of this; nor are we bound to be 
at all ſollicitous about it: But, that he did 
not know it was the High Prieſt to whom 
he thus ſpake, he tell us Himſelf : nor have 
we any reaſon to queſtion, whether what 
he tells us be to believed by us, or not. 
Not that it is at all more difficult to aſ- 
ſign Reaſons, for which St Paul might be 
ſuppoſed not to know him to be the High 
Prleſt; than it 1s to fatisfy us, why he 
ſhould ſpeak in this manner, if he did now

Firſt I am to enquire, what it is to ſpeak 
Evil of the Ruler of our People 2 And upon 
this Enquiry it will appear, that this is 
Fw may be done in more ways than one. 
 I/t. When we ſpeak of them without that 
Reyerence, and Honour which is due to 
os 2 their 
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their Exalted Station, we ſpeak Evil of 

them. And this the Apoſtle ſeems to ac- 
knowledge would have been a fault in him- 

ſelf, in ſpeaking to Ananias as he did, if he 

had known him to have been the High 
Prieſt, Neither the Injury done to him; 

Nor the Truth of what he ſaid, are offered 

in Juſtification of the Expreſſions he had 
uſed. Which deſerves to be well conſidered 
by ſuch, as, whyle they think they ſpeak 
true of their Superiors, cannot ſpeak 
evil of them, with how little Reſpect foever 
they treat them; whether in expoſing their 
Perſonal Frailties, (which as Men they are 
equally liable to with others ;) or in pub- 
liſhing, and cenſuring ſuch Miſtakes in their. 


Management, as they have at any time. 
fallen into. | 


If any Miſcarriage in the Ruler, or any 


Injury ſuſtained by the Complainant, could 
juſtify this ſort of Evil ſpeaking, too fre- 
quently to be met with; St Paul would not 


have needed to have alledged his Ignorance ; 


his Knowing the High Prieſt would have 
been the more ſufficient 'Excuſe : Since the 
more he had known of him, the more he 
would have known what he had faid of him 


to have been true; the more he would have 


known him to have deſerved ſuch a Cha- 
racer as he gave him, and ſuch a Judgment 
as he had denounced againſt him. 
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adh. Men may ſpeak truly, and yet ſpeak 
Evil of the Ruler of their People, as by ſpeak- 


ing Irreverently of them, ſo by ſpeaking Ma- 


liciouſly, and with intent to do them hurr, 


whether by encouraging their Enemies, or 


by alienating from them the Affections of 
their Subjects. 


This was the Caſe of David, a his 


Unnaturat Son Abſalom. And this Was 


more remarkably exemplified in our own 
Nation, by. way. of Preparative to the de- 


plorable Matter of this Day's Penitence, and

May the Obſervation of this Day teach 
us to abhor, and avoid all ſuch Miſchievous, 
and Diſloyal Practices; and warn us not to 
be drawn from the Duty, and Reverence we 
owe to our Soverign, (whom the Provi- 
dence of God hath ſet over us, and to whom 


we have by the Solemneſt Ties engaged our 


Allegiance,) by any ſort of evil Speaking: 
May we be more wiſe, and better taught by 


our tov-{ufficient Experience, than to fly 


from Imaginary Dangers, into Real Miſchiefs; 


than to offend the God of Heaven, or to be 


wanting in the Regard we ought to have for 


his Reprefentatives, and Vicegerents upon 


Earth, by the Craftyneſs and Perſuaſion f 
ſluch, as by Evil Speaking of any Kind en- 


deavour to infuſe Jealouſies into our Heads, 


and Diſaffection into our Hearts.
